Well, at least it keeps them off the 
streets. In talking with some of these 
people I sensed a naturalness and 
receptivity which is rare in our dog- 
eat-dog society. I guess they have 
nothing to gain by putting up fronts 
... and nothing to lose. As I left the 
shelter, I questioned how our nation 
of affluence could tolerate growing 
hunger and homelessness; then I 
looked up and saw the white house 
looming in the near distance.
